Hamlin Bu siness Men 
Rally For McCau lley Road 


The mass meeting of Hamlin bu s­ 
iness men, called by the Chamber of 
Commerce, last Monday night at the 
City Hall, was so well attended and 
tu rned ou t to be so enthu siastic, that 
it reminded the old timers of the 
good old day s of long ago when this 
y ou ng town went after things, lik e 
railroads, highway s and better stock 
and ru ral life of the commu nity . 
The p u rp ose of the meeting was 
to hear abou t the ex act situ ation of 
the Hamlin-McCau lley -Sy lv ester high­ 
way constru ction, that will tie in 
with the Roby -Anson Highway . 
For a long time the District High­ 
way Office at Abilene has been try ­ 
ing to get all the deeds for the 
right-of-way for the road closed and 
a settlement for the p rop erty , need­ 
ed. Finally , it came to a “DO OR 
QUIT’» and W. C. Ru ssell, Cashier 
of the F. & M. National Bank , was 
ready to tell that deeds were to be 
in his bank by this Thu rsday when 
they wou ld be deliv ered to the High­ 
way Dep artment, p rov ided the CASH 
was there to be deliv ered to the 
land owners. The main hitch has 
been that Fisher Cou nty was doing 
all she cou ld to deliv er the right-of- 
way , bu t lack ed abou t $3,000 hav ­ 
ing enou gh to p u t u p . Hamlin p eo­ 
p le are on the edge of that good 
cou nty and since commu nity p rog­ 
ress k nows no lines, it was clear that 
now was a good time for Hamlin to 
help mak e a “Road Come Tru e,” so 
after ev ery thing was ex p lained to 
the 40 p ersons p resent, it took only 
abou t fifteen minu tes to hav e all the 
money that wras needed. The amou nts 
giv en by firms and indiv idu als was 
su rp risingly large and willingly con­ 
tribu ted. All this p rov es that Ham­ 
lin feels k eenly the need of a good 
road ou tlet to the Sou thwest. 
We u nderstand that State fu nds 
hav e been allocated for this road, 
and that if labor can be obtaiined, 
it is p ossible that the contract for 
grade and drainage stru ctu res will 
be let this y ear. Already two miles 
of the road is comp leted and u nder 
State maintenance in Jones Cou nty . 
That leav es p erhap s 12 miles to the 
ov erp ass to be constru cted. We u n­ 
derstand that the Sy lv ester end is 
being maintained by the Dep artment. 
When all this is comp letely finished 
it will giv e a long needed highway 
to sev eral commu nities. This look s 
lik e su ccess after more than 20 
y ears try ing u p s-and-downs for the 
road. 
Hamlin was slow in getting her 
road ou tlets, bu t when the Hamlin- 
McCau lley -Sy lv ester road is u p to 
standard, we can say with p ride, 
ev ery direction ou t of Hamlin has 
road which is u seable in all k inds of 
weather. . . East throu gh Stamford; 
North throu gh Asp ermont; W e s t 
throu gh 
Rotan; Sou theast throu gh 
Anson; and Sou thwest throu gh Mc­ 
Cau lley . 
It is p ossible to featu re in ou r 
minds one or two farm-to-mark e-t 
roads that in du e time will be broad­ 
ened, re-bottomed and top p ed. Each 
stretch tak en, ov er by the Highway 
Dep artment leav es more room for 
the Cou nty Commissioners to im­ 
p rov e and grav el other lateral roads. 
It u sed to be when a new road was 
to be bu ilt, land owners wou ld freely 
giv e the right-of-way . Fu tu re roads 
may well be the gu iding lines for 
electric and gas lines, bu s lines, mail 
and milk rou tes, and no telling what 
else. So it still mak es good sense that 
ev ery highway bu ilt along a man’s 
farm mak es it more desirable to liv e 
on, and more saleable. 
The meeting in Hamlin last Mon­ 
day night shows that there is p lenty 
of p ower here to hold this town u p , 
and mak e it better each y ear. Let’s 
k eep wide awak e to the nex t big 
mov e — w h e n we all shou lder-u p , 
things mov e on.
